Student Body Views 
Arista Ceremonies 

For having achieved an 85 per cent average or better, 20 Bush- 
wick students were inducted into Junior Arista with a traditional 
ceremony at assemblies held May 6 and today. 

The guest speaker at the assembly^ 


was Dr. Forsheit, principal, who con¬ 
gratulated the newly installed Aris- 
tans for their outstanding achieve¬ 
ments and impressed upon the minds 
of the other students the advantages 
of belonging to such an organization. 

Boy and Girl Arista Leaders, An¬ 
thony Vita and Mary Kopp, ad¬ 
dressed the assembly. With ritual ob¬ 
servance, three candles were lighted, 
representing Scholarship, Character, 
and Citizenship. These are the three 
qualities necessary for entrance into 
Arista. 

Following this ceremony, the names 
of the new Aristans were announced, 
and each went on stage to receive his 
Arista pin from Dr. Forsheit. 

Honor Societies Split 

Requirements for Senior Arista and 
National Honor Society have been al¬ 
tered. The National Honor Society 
now requires three consecutive terms 
of 85 per cent or better that must be 
maintained. Senior Arista requires 
two consecutive terms of 85 per cent 
or better that need not be maintained. 
However, an 80 per cent or better 
average must be upheld during all 
other terms. 

Previously, members of Senior 
Arista were automatically members of 
the National Honor Society. Now the 
two organizations have been divided. 

CSPA Rating 
Sheet Delayed 

Columbia University was the set¬ 
ting for the Fortieth Annual Conven¬ 
tion of the Columbia Scholastic Press 
Association, held March 12, 13, and 14. 

Each year at the CSPA convention 
nearly 2,000 high school and college 
publications are rated. The Bushwick 
Bulletin anxiously awaits the return 
of its rating sheet which contains its 
standings. For four consecutive years, 
the Bulletin has been awarded a 
first place position, but until the ar¬ 
rival of the rating sheet, which has 
been unintentionally delayed, our 
placement remains uncertain. 

Editors at Convention 

Attending the CSPA Convention 
were 5600 individuals from 640 schools 
in 30 states. Bushwick was represent¬ 
ed by Joanne Monaco, 8-1, Marsha J. 
Darling, 8-4, and Gus Grande, 8-12, 
all senior editors of the Bulletin. 
Also in attendance were the new edi¬ 
tor-in-chief, Helen Bukowiecki, 6-4, 
and the new feature editor, John 
Velez, 6-8. 

On the agenda was a series of gen¬ 
eral meetings, student round tables, 
sectional meetings and clinics. These 
meetings furnished opportunities for 
advisers and staffs to obtain advice 
and discuss problems with profession¬ 
al journalists. The aim of all present 
was to improve school publications. 

The convention was concluded with 
a luncheon at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
Saturday, March 14. Associate Direc¬ 
tor of the Peace Corps, Warren Wig¬ 
gins, was the guest speaker. The topic 
of his discourse was the need for 
Peace Corps volunteers.

Previously, the scholarship had 
values varying from $100-$1000 and 
was awarded to two students, one fol¬ 
lowing an Academic course and the 
other a Commercial. 

The award is given in honor of 
Frank Rollins, the first principal of 
Bushwick. It is presented at gradua¬ 
tion by Joseph Crown, the first re¬ 
cipient of the award in 1924.

Mr. Steinberg Coaching 
Apprentice Program 

One of the few mechanic apprent, 
ice programs in the United States is 
the one conducted at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. This furnishes young 
men with the opportunity to become 
a full-fledged mechanic, such as boat- 
builder, coppersmith, electrician, 
joiner, machinist, marine machinist, 
sheetmetal worker and welder. 

To become eligible for this program, 
a Federal Civil Service test must be 
taken and passed. The weekly pay 
begins at $82.80. 

Mr. Steinberg, chairman of the In¬ 
dustrial Arts Department, is conduct¬ 
ing an intensive coaching course once 
a week on school time for those stu¬ 
dents who filed for the exam to be 
given in June. 

More than 25 sixth, seventh and 
eighth term boys are taking the test. 
Those who pass the test will have the 
opportunity to take the course this 
August. 

The apprentice course constitutes 
four weeks of working at the trade 
and one week in school at the Navy 
Yard at full pay. 

Many who are taking shop courses 
in drafting will find the material 
learned in these classes helpful for 
the exam. This exam is given each 
year.

Excels in Becket

Emotionally stirring! Spectacular! 
Witty! These are just a few adject¬ 
ives that best describe Hal Wallis’ 
production of Becket , staring Richard 
Burton and Peter O’Toole. 

The movie is based upon the play 
Becket by Jean Anouilh. The film 
opens with King Henry II (Peter 
O’Toole) talking softly to the tomb 
of Thomas Becket, Archbishop of 
Canterbury (Richard Burton). Henry 
is recalling their early friendship and 
adventures. 

During the latter half of the 12th 
century there was a struggle in Eng¬ 
land between the church and state. 
The two men had different views on 
this matter which led to a bitter 
conflict. 

Henry’s real love for Becket be¬ 
fore their final enmity makes their 
story compelling and absorbing. Peter 
O’Toole’s brilliant portrayal of King 
Henry II shows how Henry was torn 
between his love and hate for Becket. 
No one could have excelled more than 
Burton in the role of the martyr. 


* A few of the students had never 
seen the grand opera before. But to 
all it was a memorable experience, 
perhaps even more rewarding than ex¬ 
pected. 

For some, who had always con¬ 
sidered the opera as recondite, some¬ 
thing strickly for “eggheads," there 
was a definite reversal in opinion. 
Contrary to presumptions stating that 
opera is a great deal of stuffy music 
telling an uninteresting story, the 
performers presented a touching story 
of two lovers doomed to a wretched 
life of poverty which they could not 
alter. 

There is no language barrier, as 
many people are erroneously led to 
believe. For only the barest outline of 
the plot is necessary for an under¬ 
standing of La Boheme. Puccini’s 
aria’s ranging from the lilting “Mu- 
setta’s Waltz Song" to the beautiful 
yet tragic death scene of Mimi, tell 
of the tender love between Mimi and 
Radolfo. 

Accompanying these tender arias, 
come equally funny situations involv¬ 
ing Marcello and Musetta, who em¬ 
body a type of jealous and comical 
love as timeless as the music Puccini 
composed.
